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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Examiner 
accepts Applicant's arguments set forth in the response submitted 5/19/10. In particular, it would 
not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, given the teachings of Sasaki et al, to 
arrive at a control device as recited in independent claims 1,4,7, and 1 1 , and in particular either 
a control circuit in which a plurality of current threshold values that differ according to the input 
voltage are set in advance, the control circuit controlling the driver circuit so as to stop the 
geared motor when a value of the motor current detected by the current detector exceeds a 
current threshold value that corresponds to the value of the input voltage detected by the voltage 
detector (claim 1), a control circuit in which a plurality of rotating speed threshold values that 
differ according to the input voltage are set in advance, the control circuit controlling the driver 
circuit so as to stop the geared motor when a value of the rotating speed detected by the rotating 
speed detector is less than a rotating speed threshold value that corresponds to the value of the 
input voltage detected by the voltage detector (claim 4), wherein the control circuit controls 
operation of a refrigeration circuit of the ice making machine such that a refrigeration capacity of 
the refrigeration circuit decreases when a value of the motor current detected b¥ the current 
detector exceeds the threshold value (claim 7), or wherein the control circuit controls operation 
of a refrigeration circuit of the ice making machine such that a refrigeration capacity of the 
refrigeration circuit decreases when a value of the rotating speed detected by the rotating speed 
detector is less than the threshold value (claim 11).
